Beach Speaks. 

He had hardly finished when Dr. 
Beach arrived lo. take over the 
guidance of ihe affair. He started 
by explaining the forthcoming 
curriculum, its extension in time 
and scope. He stressed that science 
plays a very important part in the 
management of business quoting 
as an exan^ple the manager of a 
petroleum refinery, who must 
understand the technical side of 
the process as well as the economi- 
cal point of view. Courses in law 
will form an important part of the 
new curriculum, and lectiures on 
government and its function in 
business will be given. 

Dr, Beach continued drawing a 
comparison between the Conunerce 
curricula of Queen's University, 
the University of Toronto and Mc- 
Gill Univcrsily, and he emphasiiea 
that the courses of this University's 
School of Commerce will be 
arranged in such a manner as to 
give students a ma.\imum.founda 
tion for their future business 
careers. 

Discussion Follows, 

Discussions followed Dr, Beach's 
explanations', piriicularly courses 
in commercial French were sug 
gested and the large majority of 
tlio.sc present agieed that ihe 
present courses for Commerce siu- 
dents in thi.'i .subject are dealing 
loo much with literature, 

Otiier students suggested courses 
in advertising, and business admin 
Istratlon, and industrial tours into 
certain plants were proposed to be 
arranged.

When asked to-day regarding 
thf: number of conscientiou* 
objectors to the University 
Military Training projçram at 
McGill University, Principal 
Jannes stated that only one maa 
had refii.=p.H to take the train- 
ing on the ground that he is a 
conscientious objector. His case 
has been handled by the Mili- 
tary Committee. 

The Principal said that thers 
seemed to be a little confusion in 
the minds of some regarding the 
issues involved, Canadian Univer- 
sities, he pointed out, unanimously 
agreed in their discussions with tha 
Minister of National Defence that 
if the Government would grant 
them special privileges in regard 
to University Students above the 
age of 21, who would otherwise be 
called up for training (and thus 
suffer from interruption of their 
university workt. the Universitie* 
would themselves impose on stu- 
dents from 13 to 31 a requirement 
of basic military training. 

Comparisons Invalid 
Moreover, comparisons ot tha 
University attitude with the mili- 
tary regulations in England or tha 
United States are not valid, since 
these iaiier regulations require tM 
individual to enlist for actual com- 
batant servic'i. wh.le even ui tha 
case of the Canadian regulatlona 
the individual is duly attested 
when called, and becomes a mem- 
ber of a regular military unit, la 
I all of these cases, arrangements 
1 are made, under -.vhich a conscien- 
j tious objector, hiie still undergo* 
ing basic military training and 
drill, will be attached to a hospi- 
tal unit oc some other non-combat- 
ant section of the army organiza- 
tioo. 

Universities, however, are not 
called upon to make such a differ- 
entiation of training. They are not 
enrolling men for combatant ser- 

I vice. None of the students are at- 
: tested at the bsginning of their 
I university military training; Uiey 
do not become a part of a regular 
, military unit until the university 
training is finished and they pasa 
out of- the university community to 
assume the full responsibilities of 
male citisens of this Dominion. 

The liholc military training pro- 
gram at the University is at present

of direct benefit, said the Princi- 
pal, to individuals who, since they 
are at a university, can be expect 
cd to become leaders in their sev- 
eral communities after graduation. 
He added, thorc is nothing particu- 
larly bellicose about the training 
since considerably more than half 
of it consists of physical activity, 
either in the form of gymnastics or 
of elementary squad drill of a kind 
identical to that taught to men en- 
listed in the non-combatant scr 
vices of the Army. Men would need 
this much training if they were to 
ser\-e their country effectively as 
policemen or firemen or members 
of A.R.P, organizations. Indeed, 1 
would venture to say that training 
of this kind has a value entirely 
apart from military activity. In 
that It develops the habit nf work- 
ing with other people. As for the 
remainder of the training, there is 
a little elementary niu.skelry 
which need not inspire hatred, or 
ferocity, in the breast of the per 
son undergoing it, and some ele 
mentary bayonet instruction.
